The 1962 Football Team surprised everyone but the stu¬ 
dents of Wellesley High School. With the loss by graduation of 
most of last year’s undefeated team, Wellesley’s prospects for 
1962 were not encouraging. 

In the opening game, a phenomenon took place when Welles¬ 
ley defeated the powerful Natick team, 26-24. Surprise fol¬ 
lowed surprise as Wellesley defeated Dedham, 14-8, Braintree, 
34-8, Norwood, 34-0, Newton South, 22-14, and Walpole, 28- 
0. As all good things must come to an end, so did Wellesley’s 
16-game winning streak. Framingham literally and figuratively 
drowned us, 22-0. With Ray Ilg sidelined by an injury, Milton 
defeated Wellesley, 20-12. Undaunted, however, Wellesley 
bounced back and nailed Needham, 24-14. It was established 
this year that the Wellesley-Needham game is the oldest school¬ 
boy football rivalry in the country, dating back to 1882. 

The 1962 team was captained by Steve Wright and Ray Ilg. 
Steve’s determination and enthusiasm were major factors in 
the team’s success. Ray’s drive made him one of the top scorers 
in the state. He broke the school’s football scoring record with 
a 118-point total. In the course of Ray’s fabulous year, he 
gained more than 1500 yards to break the state record for 
ground gained. As could be expected, Ray was a member of 
the All-Scholastic Team. 

Fred Lofgren opened the way for many of the touchdown 
runs; Buddy Morris was a great center; Joe Pignatiello was one 
of the leading pass receivers; John Hines was a power-driving 
fullback; Pete Dalton and Ray Wier demonstrated ability as 
both offensive and defensive ends; Ted Sylvester and Dick 
Belforti were great defensive tackles.
